While the RAF cracked 


the whip over Western Eu- 
rope there were signs today 
that on the eastern front 
that Russia had launched 
upon an offensive to knock 
Finland out of the war and 
outflank the Germans on 
their main northern anchors about 
Leningrad and southward.

2,000 Finnish 
soldiers 


were reported killed last week in 
this apparent offensive likened in 
hitting power to the coupe de 
grace dealt the Finns by the Red 
Brmy two years ago to end their 
short winter war.

DELHI, India, April 26.— 


(Belayed)—"We've 
been 
pretty 
lucky." 


That's what the Flying Tigers, 


the fliers of the American volun- 
teer group, themselves say for their 
record of destroying approximately 
400 Japanese planes as against a 
bare quintet of their own number 
killed In actual combat. 


Naturally there have been other 


casualties but their 
losses 
have 


been so trifling that even they are 
amazed. 


Examples of just how "lucky" 


the Tigers have been were given by 
Robert Layher of Colorado Springs, 
Colo., one of a group who stopped 
off In New Delhi today while fer- 
rying more planes into Burma. 


Layher said one Yankee 
pilot 


whose engine was not functioning 
too we.l was caught by a Japanese 
filer 
and 
chased 50 miles. His 


plane was simply shot to ribbons 
and he was flying so low he couldn't 
dive to safety. 


Minutes after minute he felt Jap- 


anesi bullets pounding against the 
armor plate at his back. 


Finally the Japanese ran out of 


bullets and pulled off. 


The American still had a hundred 


miles to go with an oil pump that 
was leaking badly. But he got In. 


"I've never seen a plane with so 


many holes in it," grinned Layher. 
"All the tires were flat and the 
wings 
and 
fuselage were like a 


sieve—but not a solitary control 
gear had been hit." 


Another pilot was caught in a 


blast of machine-gun fire that shot 
off both his earphones at the same 
time. The bullets left burns along 
both cheeks just below the ears— 
but the pilot otherwise was un- 
scratched. 


LONDON, April 27. 
British bombers gave the 


Baltic port of Rostock its 
fourth consecutive blasting 
last night, centering their 
attack on the great Heinkel 
aircraft factory, then with 
scarcely a pause in their 
non-stop offensive resumed raiding 
Northern France in force today.

LONDON, April 27.—(A>>—Nearly 


2,000 Finnish troops were reported 
killed last week in a Russian of- 
fensive in frozen Lapland as tho 
Red army pushed worward in a 
spring advance likoned to the one 
of two years ago which ended in 
Finland's defeat. 
The battle lines 
in the

North were drawn up well inside 
the Finnish frontier of 1939 nnd 
tho Soviet troops were reported 
demonstrating all along the battle- 
front that they held the Initiative 
firmly. 
The Russians 
were 
pressing 


home telling blows against the dis- 
heartened Finns in an effort tc 
knock them out of the war and 
protect the Arctic ports of Mur- 
mansk and Archangel. 


LONDON, April 27. 
Adolf Hitler made him- 


self the supreme master 
Germany 
yesterday, with 


fiat power even above his 
own Nazi law, and his act 
roused the hopeful suspicion 
of his enemies that Ger- 
many Is in deep internal 
trouble 


after a winter of near catastrophe. 


The extraordinary power to re- 


quire absolute obedience from ev- 
ery German was voted at Hitler's 
demand by the Reichstag after ha 
had addressed Its uniformed mem- 
bers in a speech strangely mixing; 
his usual bombnst and confident 
predictions of victory with a new 
undercurrent of anxiety. 


One of those 
predictions was 


that Soviet Russia would be tho 
decisive battleground of the world 
conflict and that It would be a 
scene of nazl triumph. 


But Hitler's demand came Imme- 


diately after he had conceded to 
the relchstag that the German ar- 
my survived a "threatening catas- 
trophe" and suffered hardships for 
which tho Reich had been unpre- 
pared during* the terrible cold of 
the Russian winter. 


Hulled as Sign of Cracking:. 
That the feuhrer, 
who became 


Germany's military as well aa civil 
overlorft during the winter ti7<»7A 
on the Soviet front, should now de- 
mand strengthening of his dicta- 
torial power and was hailed both in 
Britain and Russia as a sign that 
nazidom's home front was crack- 
Ing.

AUSTIN, April 24.—<ff)—A spec- 


ial session or the Texas legisla- 
ture before the next general ses- 
sion beginning in January, 1943, 
in not likely, based on Gov. Coke 
R. Stevenson's reasoning. 


The governor rombarked today

that in all fairness, existing con- 
tracts between employers and em- 
ployes must be carried through to 
their expiration date, with existing 
machinery for handling labor dis- 
putes continuing to - consider in- 
equalities and the elimination of 
sub-standards of living. 


Most workers in munition indus- 
tries, he said, are working far more 
than 40 hours a week and should 
continue to be paid at time and a 
half for overtime. Otherwise, he 
said, their weekly pay envelopes 
would be reduced. 


Stand On 40-Hour Week. 
This apparently, was his stand 


on efforts in congress to abandon 
the law requiring payment of time 
and a half for hours worked In 
excess of 40 a week. 


Only an all-embracing program 


will suffice to keep the cost of liv- 
ing in check, Mr. Roosevelt said. 
"When the cost of living spirals 


upward week after week and month 
after month," tho President said, 
"people as a whole are bound to 
become poorer, because the pay 
envelop will then lag behind ris- 
ing retail prices. The price paid 
for carrying on the war by tho 
government and, therefore by the 
people, will increase by many bil- 
lions if prices go up." 


Then, recalling the old saying 
that "that which goes up must al- 
ways come down," the President 
spoke of the hardships and heart- 
aches in the years after the last 
war. We do not Intend after this 
one, he said, to present the "same 
disastrous situation" to the brave 
men fighting our battles today in 
all parts of the world. 


Revenue Issue Already Up 


Of the two points, taxes 
and 


farm prices, requiring legislation 
now, the revenue issue is already 
under consideration in the house. 


The President said he thought 


the objective of holding down ex- 
cess profits and raising large sums 
to finance the war could be attain- 
ed through tax processes. 


Declaring that, tho country was 


spending about $100,000,000 a day 
for war purposes and that the rate 
would be doubled before the year 
ends, he urged taxing of profits to 
the "utmost limit consistent with 
continued production." He said he 
meant all business profits, not only 
those 
from 
making munitions.
